R.A.S.C, Sigma Xi and Phy-

The day of an astronomer in One 
of the large observatories begins at 
1" minutes past, sunset, and lasts un- 
til da.wn. Dr. It. K. Young of Toronto 
University told a Joint meetlrwc of 
tho lloynl Astronomical Society

ing on atmospheric conditions the ex 
posurc is completed and :he piare 
withdrawn. The telescope is then 
trained on the n"xr. star and wh-le .? 
picture r.f its spectrum i? being taken 
the plate from the first* observation l u 
lovelopcd. Th's routine cohtfriues un- 
til l'J o'clock when !iiit<i '3 served.

By means of slide.- thi ; «cturer de- 
scribed the spectroscope are tiiadi

The 
pectroscope takes the mtxed up 
white Ugh: and sorts the various com- 
ponent rays into their proper places 
and from a study of the resulting 
pedum a great deal about the 
source of the light can be found out. 

Before we van find out anything 
from the spectrum we must know ttu 
characteristics of the various spectra 
caused by different sources of light. 
It has bc.-n found that in the spec 
•trum of an incadescctit solid, a glotv- 
tng liquid, or a s'owlng compressed 
giia all the colours are reprcsea eJ 
front violet at one end to red at the 
other. When the source of light is 
an arc or an iueaitdlsvcnt gas such as 
is caused by an electric sp.uk the 
spectrum oonslsts of a number of 
Iso'tf.od lines of certain colours the 
l nes for each element al ways b 'ins 
the same, and bearing tho same re.'o 
lion towards each other in position 
hence each element can bo vecosmsec 
by its spectrum.

Preliminary plans for college toura 
under the direction of Earl f'. Hu>b- 
bcll we.re dlscussed yosterday noon 
at a luncheon given on hoard the 
S. Doric, which sailed from this 
port this morning for the last time of 
the sea-son. 

In a brief talk a.fter the luncheon. 
.Mr. Tobin, if the White Star-Domin- 
ion Dine, told representative McGill 
students and officials of the plans 
which hn.v<> already been formulated 
for tihe year ISl'i. Mr. Tobin mention- 
ed the decided success of last year's 
venture, when over six hundred tour-

Fra.nce and Belgium, and he was sure 
that profiMnr by the exnerienci al- 
ready gained, the tours next summar 
won M ho ev<--n more deiii^htful and 
more successful' than the one alroady 
held. Mr Tobin pointed out that any 
hotris which tad not proved, fcer- 
fectly satisfactory, had herrii ruled off 
the list now drawn up. so that the ac- 
commodation will be beyond the pos- 
sibility of unfavorable cr.ticism.

The article follows: — 
"About one hundred and fifty stu- 
dents who had just received their de- 
grecs mot for a final dinner, before 
■they separated to ko into tvu-Iour 
parts of the world, probably never to 
meet airain. They had been so suf- 
ficed with dlgntf ed idrlvel Anting 
the four years at college that Uic.y 
decided to •omit the address at the 
final rnnctlon. 

■'Of two hundred professors there 
was one man whose critlc'sin of 
college addresses was we'l known. 
He had never made an address in his 
life, and it was suggested, more as a 
.ioke than with any serious Intent, to 
invite him to deliver the address. If 
they had imagined from a moment 
thai he would accept, the invitation 
he never would have been asked, tie 
accepted, however, and the commlt- 
icc derided to let the class grin and 
bear it. 

"The dinner took place in one of 
the world's greatest hotels. The 
banqueting ha.ll was known far an.l 
wide for its artistic arrangements 
and luxurious furniture. The young 
men were dresse* in conventional 
full evening dress. Most of them 
were future captains of industry. 
Purlng the cour»» of the dinner there 
was a goo.1 ileal of joking and some 
speculation about the professor's 
address. When the dinner was over 
the chairman rnpped for order arid 
introduced the speaker. 

" •Gentlemen.' he "began. "I never 
made a speech in my life, and I 
don't intend to begin now. I have 
something to say. however, and in 
saying it I will follow Luther's three- 
fold ru'.e: "Stand up straJght'y, 
speak out boldly, and sit down 
quickly."

It involves, weaving — to 
go no farther back— bleaching, 
smoothing, designing. It is a damask 
linen, beautiful and most pleasing to 
the eye. I want to ask you a ques- 
tion; Is there anyone here who 
knows from personal experience any- 
■th ng about the labor involved? Have 
any of you ever contributed any la- 
bor to the manufao-turing of table 
linen? I am serious, gentlemen. H 
•ny of you have. I would like him n 
say so. There was absolute silence- 
•I understand, then.' he continued. 
'I hat the making of such a thing is 
beyolnd your ken. 

" 'Let me draw your atUmlin to 
•lie samples of pottery here. Surely 
I he men and women who produce 
such beaut' ful tilings are artislH 
What a joy it must be for a man to 
hold Huch a thing' in his hand— corn 
ple'tc — and say. "X made It!" Many 
forms of labor are involved here, al- 
ro— the digging of clay, the carting, 
fashioning, painting, burning, bak- 
ing and finishing. If there is 
a man here who hag ever touched 
this form of labor, let him answer.
